The Michigan crop report Just issued 
says: There wat very little precipita­ 
tion in Michiffan in December until 
about the 12bh of the months 
The 
average depth of snow on the 15th was 
in the southern counties 1.54 inches, 
in the central 1.84 inches, and in the 
northern counties and upper peninsula 
from 9 to 12 inches. 
Soon after the 
15th snow* fell jfenerally throughout 
the state, and on the 31st the average 
depth in the southern counties was 7.89 
inches, and north of this section from 
14 to 21 inches. 


The prevailing opinion of correspon­ 
dents is that wheat has not been dam­ 
aged. 


In reply to the question, “ Has wheat 
during January sutl'ered injury from 
any cause?” 71 correspondents in the 
southern counties answer ^*Yes,” and 
373 “N o.” In the central counties 30 
correspondents ans>yer “Y es,” and 115 
“No,” and in the northern counties I 
answer “Y es,” and 73 “No.” 


The total number of bushels of wheat 
reported marketed by farmers in Jan­ 
uary is 1,229,810, and in the six months, 
August-January, 10,263,864. Two-fifths 
marketed in the six months, August- 
January, is more than two-fifths of the 
crop of 1897, and is 3,958,089 bushels 
more than reported marketed in the 
same mouths last year. 


At 78 elevators, stations and naills 
from which reports have been received 
there was no wheat marketed during 
January. 


Live stock throughout the state is in 
good condition.

TWO MILLIONS LOST IN PBOFEBTT. 


Biplotion of Whiflky Blows jjfoiis of Brick 
' Into A Crowded Alley and Work» Terrl- 


bl* Uniroc—A Score Wounded, nnd the 
Denth Roll May Be Larger W hen the 
DebrUi Is Cleared Away—Many of tli« 
Wounded Very Badly Hurt. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 10.—At 8:30 last night 
Are started in the large six-story cold 
storage house of*the Chautauqua Lake 
Ice company, and before the flames were 
■ ubdued at 1:15 a. m., nearly $2.000,000 
worth of property had been destroyed, 
at least six lives lost, and many people 
badly injured. 
The Are, in point of 
fatalities, is the most serious that P itts­ 
burg has had in years. 
The depart­ 
ment responded quickly, and a general 
alarm was sent in. Other alarms quick­ 
ly followed and at midnight Allegheny's 
department was called on for help. The 
following is a list of killed so far as 
can be learned at this writing:

The vicinity 
Is composed of a m ixture of huge, w are­ 
houses and m any private residences, 
the inhabitants of which fled In alarm , 
carrying with them as m uch portable 
household 
goods as possible. 
There 
were frequent explosions, which g re at­ 
ly added 
to the 
consternation 
and 
alarm.. The streets 
were 
completely 
blocked with people and th eir goods, in­ 
terfering w ith the firemen, who were 
already handicapped In their efforts to 
control the llames on account of the 
windows and doors of the burning build­ 
ings being strongly barred by heavy lorn, 
shutters. 
The cause of the casualties 
w as tlie explosion of whisky, 
which 
blew down a wall a t the rear of one of 
the buildings. 
The wall fell into an 
alley which a t the tim e was crowded 
with firemen, policemen and others, who 
were caught under an immense pile of 
debris.

The 
two large buildings are a total wreck. 
Until the fallen the walls have been 
cleared aw ay there can be no certainty 
a s to the num ber of victims.

Lewis Kltguki .swore that on arriving 
a t W est H azelton w ith the Ftrikers two 
deputies seized him and tore his shirt. 
He said a num ber of the men w eie so 
frightened by the deputies threatening 
them with tbelr guns th a t they ran 
home and did not m arch to L attim er. 
On cross-exam ination he adm itted that 
the sherlft! had told the strikers to go 
h o ^ and 
th a t they disobeyed and 
,|iiaVched on to L attlm er.

A CORK LE(UiEl) MAN. 


Allthe News 
for I Cent.. 


EVENING 


Of tho six pa.v.sengcrs who alighted 
roni the sta^e ctiurh nt tho Acorn inn, 
n Bli.*s.sfield, one April evening was ti 
luau with n wnoden leg. That sort of a 
ini.sfortuno is not rare, and yet the vic­ 
tim, especially in a country town, al- 
%vays attracts 
considerable attention. 
The stranger registered as John Gurdaii 
of Chicago, and when ho gave out that 
ho might renuiin in Blissfleld for sev­ 
eral weeks everybody wondered what 
busine.sM could have brought him there. 


“ The man with tho wooden leg,” as 
be came to be generally spoken of, had 
been in tt)wu about a week, when one 
of tho lending incrcluint^ was Vcihbed of 
about $1,000 in cash. He hitd the mon­ 
ey ill an old fashioned safe, 
which 
opened with a key, nnd tho safe had 
been nnlocked. Kntrance to the store 
nul beeueíTected by way of the fanlight 
over tho front doors. 
No suspicious 
characterH bad been seen abcuit the town, 
and us tho merchant and liis son were 
the only oues having keys to the safe 
the alTair was u pu/./.lo. Thu local cou 
stable did a great deal of talking, but 
struck iio clew, and in his desperation 
10 asked (ìordaii to assist him. believ­ 
ing, uo doubt, that a governnu nt otllcer 
of any sort ought to bo more or less 
posted in detective work. (ìordan seemed 
to think the nuitter over for awhilu aud 
then replied : 


“ The ca.se is as plain as tho nose ou 
your face. The nnTihant’s Him t»ink the 
money, and after this thing quiets down 
liew illgootT to St. Louis to have a 
good time. 
I ’d stake my life h(*'s got 
every dollar of the missing cash secure 
ly hidden away somewhere.” 


Tho constable couldn't believe it of 
the young num. having known liini from 
childhood, but he was bound by a pr<»m 
ise not to mention thoSuatter, and after 
several theories had been work» d out 
and e?:ploded the matter was allowed 
to drop, or, rather, it was relfgated fur 
another sensation. 
Seven or eight days 
after tho store robbery the postonico 
was entered. That, too, had an old fash 
inned safe, but it held something liko 
^2,000. Of this sum about 
belong 
ed to tho postmaster, tuo balance to tho 
citizens. 


Tho lock on tho back door was horec 
oiT with a braco and bit taken from a 
carpenter’s shop, and this safe was al.so 
opened by means of a false key. The ex 
citement in that small town was in 
tense, and men tumbled over each other 
to advance theories and suggestions. 
Th© robbery did not take plat e unti 
after 10 o’clock at oight. Tho postnuts 
ter and his assistant could prov«« them 
selves clear. Th»? general idea was that 
tho burglars had driven into the village 
from a point jierhaps Ü0 miles away 
nnd this was strengthened by the talo 
of a farmer as to having seen a buggy 
with two men in it pass his huiise twico 
that night. He saw nothing of the sort 
but told tho story from a desire to “ mix 
in ’’ and furnish a clew. 


Tho sijeriiT rode all over tho county 
in seaich of his nion, but the days pass­ 
ed and noonewns arrested. No one bad 
advanced the theory that the robber was 
living aujong «s, and if any one had ho 
w’ould have been laughed at for his 
words, (iordau, the government agent, 
was tho only stranger in town, anil who 
could suspect him? He had little to say 
ab(}ut either job, but when prossed for 
an opinion ou tho pustenice allair he re­ 
plied: 


“ Cientlemen, njy line is not detective 
work, though I have st en a gooil deal of 
it and know something about criminals. 
Whoever did that job come from a dis­ 
tance. 
There was likely two of them. 
They may have come uO núles for all 
wo know, but you can bet they were old 
hands and slick unes." 


It w’as decided that tho robbery had 
been committed by strangers, and after 
search lusting three or four days the 
oflicers gave it up. 
It was a big loss to 
tho postmaster and snveral citizens, but 
they had to bear it tho best way they 
could. 
The postmaster was an old man 
and had little of this world’s goods, aud 
Gordan oftered to bo one of the ten to 
chip in ip50 and make good bis loss. 
Tho other nine did not couie forward, 
but everybody in town said it was mtu’e 
than kind of the ujan with a wooden 
leg, and a dozen or niore of tho most 
prominent men shook hands with him 
over it.

woodi n leg was the next thought. 
Boy 
that I was, he seemed to be a num who 
would do just that thing, ami 1 found 
mvM'lf wondering if be was nut tho 
guilty party in all three instances. 


(iordan seemed to take a lively inter­ 
est in the murder, which he promiitly 
declared lo be the work of strangers 
again. When something was said about 
getting a detective, he opposed the proj­ 
ect ou various grounds, iu which ho 
was backed by the ltH*al oUleers. 
No 
outride help would have been called in, 
and the murderer might have gone his 
way but for the arrival of another 
4traugcr. 
He was, as it happened, a 
llrst class detective, who was just then 
employed in tracing a mt.ssing num.

The tracks iu the uarden were still 
fresh when tho deieetivc took ledd tif 
the w‘ork. aud iu three minutes ho had 
nuulo up his mind to something. He hail 
little tti say to any of the men, explain­ 
ing that he bad not yet completed his 
investigations, but as he left the l:*iuso 
to return to tin* inn. while Ifolloweil at 
a respectful di?=tancc, be turned down a | 
quiet lane, beeU«m» d me tti follow, and 
when we were alone Im lighted his piijo 
and askeil: 


“ Boy, do ytiu know anynmu iu town 
who is lame in the left leg if’’ 


I did ut>t. 'ihen he asked if tmy stran­ 
ger who was lame had been .-t'en iu 
town during the last two or three days. 
1 answered in the negative, but ailijed 
that there was a man with a wooden 
leg at the inn. 
He at once began to 
question me about tliis num, not yet 
having seen him himself, und i told 
him all I knew and all 1 had heard. Of 
cour.se he t«dd me utuhiug iu return, 
though I lieard him chuckling to iiim- 
self, and his face betrayed tho faet that 
he was pleahetl about something. 1 acted 
as bis guid“ to the jail, and wheu iu the 
pre.senee of the sheriíí he said; 


“ I want ytiu to go with mo to over­ 
haul the nmu with the wooden leg at 
the tavern.’’ 


“ But be can’t have done it,’’ protest­ 
ed till* oniet-r. 
“ The tracks you tound 
showed that the murderer had two feet. ’’ 
“ .lust so, and he was lamo iu the left 
leg.” 


“ But this man Gordan has lost his 
left leg at th«* knee.”

On the evi­ 
dence worked up by tho detective in a 
couple of hours’ time Gordan was tried, 
convicted aud hung, and every dollar of
